TEE HOLDEllS OF CHINESE FIWV- 
EKTY MUVlNii TO DEPEAT 
THE A NTI-MONGOLIAN 
BILL. 

Our esteemed morning contemporary 
hfts read Iho .Vnti-Chimwe bills propurod 
by the couiiuittoe and dot's not like them. 
They are of too sweping ii character lo suit 
hifl peculiar idea.i uf huw not to grapple 
with the evil. The problem which the 
ooraraittoo have undertaken to .solve eoii- 
taiuB two propositions, the first being, the 
Ohineso must go, and the second, tiie 
Chinese must not conio. NVo take it that 
if the bills solve the last proposition the 
first will-aoon solve itself. The Chinese 
policy of the predecessors of the existiny 
goS eminent was, not to put too 5ne a 
point upon it, bogus. Entering olKce 
with the cry that the Chiiioao must be 
driven out, tijoy immediately employed 
them on public works tu the u.vclu.iion of 
the whites; and when public opinion do- 
luauded repressive unm.sures they iiitrn- 
duced and hud passed a bill so notoriously 
unconstitutional that it foil t<i pieco.i in 
court the mMinent it was attempted to put 
it in force. So wtak wore its prov ip.iuii.i 
that the then at,h'niey i.'uiieral declined to 
appear in its defence; and after il; had 
failed here declined to appeal to Ottawa. 
The present house are acting in good faith 
towards the country. They referred the 
matter to a committee of the legialiiture, 
whose re|)urt is before the public . Tiic 
bills are drastic and if tlicy .should rocoivi^ 
thesanction i^f tlio yovernor-goiieral will 
provo'elTective. it is impoaaiblo to 

farme an act on any subject that would re- 
ceive the approval of all, so it was beyond 
the power uf the Chinese committee to 
make suggestions to which some persons 
would not object. Our esteemed in orn- 
ing contemporary, for instance, is much 
oserciacd lost the rocominondatioiis should 
become law. Accordingly, after holding 
up the committee's report as evidence of 
the insincerity of the goverumont on the 
subject (ignoring the fact that tlio 
leader of the opposition is a mem- 
Ijor of the conimitteo) he proceeds 
to discuss tiie reconnncndatiun.M, and 
climbing to the sublime height of non- 
^sense proposes the insertion of additional 
clauses so absurd and ridiculous in 
their character as to lay the writer open 
to the suspicion that he has cither parted 
with the little intelligence ho was once sup- 
posed to possess or that he seek.s, hy their 
insertion, to kill the bill entirely. The 
last is probably his object, for anything 
more absurd than the following which ho 
proposes to have inserted in the bill 
could scarcely be imagined. Listen; 

"No chinaman shall be allowed to em- 
ploy a lawyer in any of the courts of the 
Province on any pretence whatever. 2nd 
That no lawyer shall be allowed to ap- 
pear on behalf of any Chinaman in any 
court of ^w, on pain of sis months' hard 
labor." 

What does the reader think of this 
specimen of nonsen.se'/ Tivo legal gen- 
tlemen, members of the house, prepare 
bills designed to cure a monstrous evil; 
ond an attempt is made to hold them up 
to public contempt by a newspaper which, 
while it professes to oarnoHtly desire the 
exclusion of the Mongols, heajja ridicule 
on the honest endeavors of those who 
seek to attain that end. If inoliveu ai'e 
sought for it will not bo necessary lo 
travel very far along Government street lo 
find out' why our esteemed contemporary 
is anxious to force absurdities and incon- 
gruities into the bill with the abject of 
encompassing its failure at Ottawa.

He is the largest owner of 
.Chinese rookeries in thi.s city 
(frOm ■ which ho draws a princely 
revenue) and his last remaining white 
tenant being under ''marching orders" 
to make way fur a Ciiinanian wiio is pre- 
pared to pay more rent, casts strong sus- 
picions upon evoything he may say on the 
Mubject. Ill point of fact, our contem- 
porary is not in a position to diacu.HH the 
theme without prejudice. Mis interests 
are altogether on the sida of the China- 
man, and his prejudices go with liis inter- 
eats. To show how jackas.iical the prop- 
■ition which we have quoted above, is the 
public have only to imagine a member 
standing up in tiic houst and moving the 
insertion of a clau.'^o in tiio anti-Ciiinese 
hill reading something like this: 

"Any property holder lea.iingor hiring a 
house or lot to a Chinaman for any pur- 
pose whatever, sliall bo flayed alive for the 
first offence; banged for the second; 
and for the third cremated.". 

But the house is on the right path at 
last with respect to tlio Chiiiesa, and in 
spite of the attempts of the .Standard man 
and other big owners of Chinese property 
to depreciate the measure by .suggesting 
the insertion of absurdities, will succeed 
in passing it.

.MILITARY OKDERED OUT To PHlv 
SEUVE PEACE. 

Several days ago tho men at work for 
the Oregon Construction Company, who 
had the contract for grading the 0. R. A 
N. Co.'s line across the Blue mountains 
to connect with tho Oregon Short Line, 
were discharged upon orders from New 
York suspending work. .\11 wore paid oil', 
and according to the atatomoiit of i\Ir. U. 
M. Steel, one of the partners in the con- 

ruction company, now in the city, each 
received from i^'-'O to above his hoard 
bill. Some of the men squ;indur(!d tlu-ir 
money for whisky within half a mile of the 
railroad camp, while others returni'd lo 
Pendleton and spent their money in the 
same manner. Thursday afternoon about 
•JOO of those men boarded tho west bound 
mail train at Pendleton, climbing on the 
tender, into the mail and express car, 
passenger coaches and box cars, demand- 
ing free rides to Portland. Conductor W. 
.■\. Kobiiison ordered them off, but (hey 
refused to leave the train. Robinson then 
telegraphed Mr. H. S, Rowe, superintend- 
ent of the railway division for orders, and 
was told to hold the train till the luob 
left it. 

THE MH.ITAUV CAl-LKD OUT. 

Early yealcrday morning. General Nel- 
son A. Miles, commanding the deparl- 
mont of tho Columbia,- was appealed to 
by the railroad company for assistauco in 
removing obstructions to tho United 
States mails. Captain Henry Wagner of 
Fort Walla Walla waa ordered to report 
at tho scene of tho trouble with Troop C 
of the First Cavalry, composed of tliirty- 
two men. A special train conveyed them 
from Walla Walla to Pendleton, where 
they arrived about \i p. in. .Subsequent 
proceedings are told in the following dis- 
patches.

Will en- 
deavor to get mail car und coach out this 
evening. 

Mr. Rowo immediately telegraphed

If wo can get out with mail car itiid 
coach will leave all freight cars at Pendle- 
ton. While we are very an.xious to have 
our road opened for trallic, it would be a 
very serious m.itter to have any bloodshed, 
and wo hope it will not be necessary.

Assis- 
tance rendered by tho United States cav- 
alry from Walla Walla and U. S. Marshal 
Morse enabled the railroad ofBciuls to ac- 
ecnnplish the in.ive. Tho men are peace - 
ful and are now holding a public meeting 
in the court house. The men are desti- 
tute and the citizens feel conipollod to 
provide for thoni to save property from 
tire, etc. Citizens do not blame the rail- 
road company. Many of the men are 
laborers from tiio Oregon .Short Line and 
some arc tramps. No serious disturbance 
is anticipated. The men seem deter- 
mined to discommode travel. The peopli! 
of Pendleton are in a very disagreeable 
position. There are too many men des- 
titute here for the size of tho town. 

TRAINS TO IlUiV TO-UAV. 

The train will leave Umatilla for Pen 
dleton as usual this morning, and tiie 
railroad officials fear no further molesta- 
tion to mails and paasengora. The special 
wiiich brought tho soldiers was permitted 
to pull out without detention.

are not utilized by the Indians in any 
manner, and are not fenced or improved, 
although the same would be valuable to 
settlers on account- nf the agricultural 
character and (piaiilitiea of limber, and it 
is advisable, owing to the increased scar- 
city of agricultural laud for selllenieiit 
throughout the mainland, that such laud.s 
should be open to improvement aiidciilti 
vatioii, and their resourcea utilized; 

Bo it therefore resolved, that a respect- 
ful address be preaciitod to his honor the 
lieutenant-governor praying his honor to 
rocommeiid to tho Dominion (.Jovornmeni 
the re-arrangement of Indian reserves, so 
that the agricultural and timber lands nut 
used or required by thom may be thrown 
open to settlors ami tho Indians located 
upon wild lands equally suitable bir the I 
purjiose for which they reipure them. j 

Mr. Martin aaid there wore many in- 
stancoa of settlers in hia own district go- 
ing as far aa two miles for timber. Set- 
tlers wore in some cnaus completely cor- 
raled. He hoped that the matter would 
receive imincdiato uttoiition. 

i\Ir. Beaveii saiil very large areas of 
land set apart aa Indian reservea had not 
been coiifirnied by th6 government, and 
it rested with tho present commissioner 
to settle the matter. It might happen that 
aoiiie of the lands alluded to came under 
this head, mid it would be well to ascer- 
tain if this was the case before potitioiiing 
the Dominion Governmoiil. 

Hon. Mr. Sinithe said in 1877 there 
wore throe Indian commissioners who had 
had the power to sol apart lands for tho 
Indians without roleronce to the chief 
ooiumissionor. Even in other cases tho 
reserving of lands did not rest entirely 
with tho chief coniinisaioner of lands and 
works, and it waa i|Uite possible iho lands 
particularly alluded to wore in the con- 
dttiou suggested by tho last speaker. Uo 
had not set aside reserves during hia 
term of office, for though surveys had been 
made no sanction had been given by 
him, nor had he been asked to give nuy. 
Tlie resolution itself referred to the en- 
tire province and was, ho thought, 8 good 
one. The question of Indian reservations 
waa in a very uiuatisfactory condition. 
In Cowichan, for example, some of tho 
finest land on the island waa in tho hands 
of tho Indians who never attempted to 
utilize it any way It would bo bolter 
for them wore it profitably sold and the 
money applied for their benefit. 

Mr. Martin moved that tho word 
"mainland" in tho resolution be struck 
o.ut. 

Mr. Galbraith suggostod tlnwl any set- 
tlement with Indiana made by tho Indian 
commissioner be participated in by aomo 
proper ropreaentative of the local gov- 
ernment, as the Indians had very ex- 
travagant ide.is of tho valuo of laud di- 
rectly thoy wore called upon to part with 
it. Ho thought the allusion "increasing 
scarcity of agriciilt iiial hinds" waa uiiwito 
ami uncalled for. 

Mr. Allen aaid that in his district thous- 
ands of acres of most superior land w.a8 
appropriated by the Indians who made no 
use of their tenure. 

Tho word "iiiainbuid" as moved wan 
struck out and the motion wan carried. 

QUKSTION.S AND AMK-WiSK!!. 

Mr. Dingwall asked tho honorable the 
attornoy-gonernl tho following question: 
When is the county court judge for tho 
dislricf, ol Nanaimo (including Cumox 
and Caasiar) to be appointed aa expressed 
in section of "An act relating to county 
couttaf" 

Hon. Mr. Davie — There is no expecta- 
tion of a county court judge being ap- 
pointed for some time. Meanwhile coun- 
ty courts will be presided over by a su- 
proiue court judge. 

Mr. Orr asked the leader of tho gov- 
ernment whether it waa tho intention of 
the government to assert the constitu- 
tional rights of tho province to pass bills 
for local railways 1 

Hc'ii. Mr. Sinithe — Ve3,the government 
is prepared to assert at all tiinea the eon- 
stitutional rights of the province. 



Mr. Semlin took the saino view. 

Mr, McLeese thought the bill if recom- 
mitted could be ifainended in the 2iid 
clause to read that notaries having ap- 
poliitmonta in one or more districts 
should pay a feo of ten (hdlars. 

Mr. Dingwall .i.ii-J it had been under- 
stood that notaries in outlying districts 
should not be charged. In some districts 
they would not earn in a year the foe 
charged by tho government. 

Mr. Allen said clause 2 was his 
amendment, and waa intended to make a 
dislinclion between those who practiced 
in one district and those who were allow- 
ed to pr.ictice throughout the entire 
province. 

Mr. Galbr.tith said the clause would al- 
low notaries public to proctioo in Victoria 
or New Westminster only, and thus avoid 
payment of any feo. 

Mr. McLeose said clause - was hia 
amendment. (Roars of laughter.) He 
would rather for hia purt not aeo any 
charge made tor those in outlying dis- 
tricts. 

Mr. Beaven advanced that due notice 
to rofer the bill into committee should be 

gi^-ell. 

Hon. i\lr. Smithe said no notice (vas re- 
quired to refer a bill back into commit- 
tee. If the house was not prepared to ac- 
cept a roport it had a perfect right to re- 
fer it back without two days' notice. 
Tliougli his name ato id at the head of the 
bill, uo member in tho houae took loss 
interest in it than he did, for it had been 
'so kicked about and transmogrified that 
he hardly recognized it. (Laughter.) 
Under the present act, notaries were en- 
abled to evade payment of any fee. It 
would be well that nil notaries practicing 
in cities where a fair business could bo 
done, .should pay a fee of ten dollars, but 
♦hose living in outlying districts uliould 
not be required lo do so. He would aup- 
port the bill if it was referred back for 
tills purpose. 

Mr. Beaven said he had been obliged in 
many cases to give two days' notice to refer 
bills back to committee. 

Hon. Mr. Sinithe said it had boon douo 
more {rem custom than any absolute re- 
quiremout. 

The bill was rc-oommitted. 

CO.IE MINKS AMENDMENT BILL. 

Mr. Galbraith said ho was completely op- 
posed to the passage of this bill. Tho coal 
mining industry waa one of the most im- 
portance of tilt) province, and be did not .^ee 
why it should be hampered by any such un- 
fair provision as was proposed. He hoped 
that in the near future there would be other 
colliery mines than those at present eidst- 
iiig, ano tho iuuertion of a clause like thia 
might prove futal perhaps to their success. 
A bill would bo shortly brought before the 
House doaliug with tho Chinese question iu 
a fiu- more compreheusivo manner, and ho 
hoped membrs would not vote for thisamoud- 
mcnt which only excluded Chinese from 
one industry, and it was positively unjust to 
trammoll eolliury proprietors by placing ros- 
triotious upon them, which wore not ox- 
tended to others. 

Mr. Beaven hero roao to a point of or- 
der. Tho member for Yale had requested 
that hi.s nmondinont to rooeive a six month's 
hoist be withdrawn. I'his reiiuired tho u- 
nanimous consent of the House, or that the 
member making the niotiiui to leave the 
1 louse. 

Il-jn. Mr. Smithe said by consent of the 
1 louse wan meant the eonsout of the major- 
ily. The question had been definitely set- 
tled Inst session. When a previous ques- 
tion was moved it at once shut off all de- 
bate. Their own ruleK came before those 
of 'May, and their rulos distinctly said a 
motion might be withdrawn with tho con- 
sent of tho House. In the event of that'lie- 
ug given there was, of course, no necessity 
for the mover to withdraw. 

Mr. Speaker aaid thequeation rested with 
the House', which could grant permisaiou 
and thus leave tlio original motion once 
more open for debate'. 

The motion "shall leave be granted that 
Ihe member withdraw- his amendment" was 
then i)nt and carried. 

Mr. .Allen immediately rose and moved 
i]u\ previous ijueKtion. Seconded by Mr. 
Wilson.

IlECOVEKV OF RM.VLL DEBTS. 

The House thou -vveut iuto committee fad 
jourued] of the ivholc, Mr. Kaybould in tha 
chair, to consider Mr. l>uck'8 resolution: 
that a respectful address be presented to 
His Honor tho Lieut.-Govornor Toquestillg 
him to urge upon the Dominion U-OTem-. 
meut the necessity of giving J. P.'a special 
jurisdiction iu debts not exceeding $100. ' 

Hon. Mr. I>avie said siuce thu bill waa 
under consideration the resolution 
showed iqpre thou ever tho necessity for 
appointment of County Court judges. It 
was beyond the power of the House to give 
J. P-. 's jurisdiction in debts of $100. It 
the House had this power there would not 
need to be any limit placed te the jurisdic- 
tion given. 'I'ho question w-as: Had thoy, ia 
addition to thi^ establishment of a tribunal, 
tho jiower to apjioint County Court judges'^ 
It was evident they had not, and thoy would 
only commit themaelvcs if thoy exceeded 
their authority. 

Mr. Duck was in favor of the authority 
of the House being testotl on this question. 
Under the present state of things debtors 
were enabled to evade payment by abscond- 
ing, boforo the present slo-w legal procoaa 
could reach tlieui. 

Jfr. Galbraith regretted that tho hon. at- 
lorney-geuoral look the view ho did. He 
thought this class of legislation should bo 
plaeeil ou the statutes and tested. On tha 
other side J. P.'a had tho power to give 
judgment on small debts. The costs were 
small in such caaea, aud a cheap, easy and 
quick method was needed here to enable tha 
recovery of small debts. Lot a bill like this 
bo passed, and let the Dominion Qovem- 
ment take the rosponsibility of dealing with 
it. 

Tho motion was carried. 

'Committee rose and reported resolution 

to th* House. 

Mr. AUon would like to ask if tho Hon. 
Provincial Secretary had looked into tha 
matter respecting tho admission of certain 
pupils to the High School. 

Hon. .Mr. Robson oaid ho had caused en-" 
(piiries to be made, nud obtained partiou- 
lara which were not very satisfactory. They 
would shortly bo placed before the House. 

House adjourned till 2 p.m. to-dny.
